Edueation have decided to recommend .the 
managers of national schools in Dublin and 
the vicinity to close their schools for a further 
period of fourteen days from lest Saturday, 
and to have all school ‘buildings disinfected. 


HOW TO COMBAT THE DISEASE, 
‘ Official Advice. 

A memorandum on influenza has been issued 
by the Irish Local Government Board containing 
& summary of the most recent information on 
the subject. It statee that, in the present 
limited state of knowledge with regard to in- 
fluenza, the advice which it is possible to give 
the public Both as to treatment and as to 
preventive measures differs but little from that 
which %s appropriate to other infectious 
diseases. Early recagnition of the disease is 
important, as it is probable that infection 36 
chiefly spread during the initial stages of an 
attack. It is very desirable that any ferson 
suffering from a fever, with or without catarrh, 
should at once obtain medica! advice, and 
should remain in bed till al] fever has gone: 
he should siay at home until quite well. The 
use of boracic and weak ealine solution for 
frequent douching of the nasal passages ™ re- 
commended. Infection is scattered by the act 
of sneezing or coughing, and this risk may be 
minimised by the habitual use of a handker- 
chief, which afterwards should be boiled, gr, 
if of paper, burnt. General disinfection of pre- 
mises afier influenza is not required, but a 
thorough washing and cleansimg of meme and

No standard vaccine is 
treatment of influenza, an 
of primary pneumonia and bronchitis, treat- 
ment with a vaccine prepared from the par- 
ticular pneumo-coccus or other organisms pre- 
sent in the secretions of the patient has 
sometimes been found useful, no such treat- 
ment can be recommended for the pulmonary 
complications of infiuenza. As regards pro- 
phylactic inoculation, a recent conference of 
experts has unanimously agreed that inocula- 
tione with a suitable vaccine might be expected 
to be of value, although there is at present 
no vaccine on which dependence can be placed 
to give immunity against influenza. The in- 
halation of certain essential oils and doses of 
drugs, such as quinine or cinnamon, have been 
adopted for purposes of protection, but cannot 
with certainty be eaid to ensure freedom from 
The gargling of the throat, night and 
morning with a solution of one in 5,000 per- 
manganate of potassium in water containing 
0.8 per cent. of common ealt is useful as a 
preventive measure. It should also be drawn 
up through the npstrils and ejected by the 
Compiete ventilation of each occupied 
room and bedroom is recommended, as 
as the avoidance of overcrowding in dwell- 
ngs, the temporary discontinuance of public 
meetings and entertainments the observance 
of sirict cleanliness in the person, the home, 
and the. workshop; abstention from indi» 
criminate spitting, and active realisation by 
any person suffering from influenza or catarrh 
that he may convey the infection to others, 
with possibly fatal results. 
PUBLIC HEALTH COMMITTEE'S 
RECOMMENDATIONS.

ALONG THE ‘COAST, 

was particularly 
severe along the coast line from Howth to 
Bray. it was from Howth that the first 
public notification came of the severity of the 
epidemic, when the medical officer there re 
ported that. owing to the extent of the 
visitation, additional medica] 
required. Before any large number of people 
in Dublin had been stricken, the epidemic was 
very virulent at Bray and the surrounding 
districta. This took place some ten dave 
after the influenza had been prevalent in 
Howth. The opinion of doctors on the 
coast is that the explanation of the visitation 
ia that it i an air-borne malady, which was 
carried acrote the sea, and consequently those 
living nearest the shore were the earliest to 
be subjected to ite effects, In the opening 
week of October thé number of cases in Bray 
and the Rathdown Union amounted to 600, 
and eince that time the figure has rieen to 
no leas than 1,500. Happily. there hase heen

RECURRENCE OF EARLIER VISITATION. 
Dr. Raveriy, the medical officer in Bray, 
expresses the opinion that the outbreak of 
influenza which was experienced in Bray during 
the months of June and July last, when there 
were some three hundred cases treated, con- 
tinued, and he anticipated that, with the 
change of the weather in the autumn months, 
it would make its re-appearance. He early 
made the suggestion that the Local Govern- 
ment Board should take measures to guard 
against the epidemic, but the warning does 
not appear to have been seriously considered. 
in his district Dr. Raverty has found the 
value of vaccine, both as a preventive and ae 
a remedy, most efficacious. The supply of 
vaccine is not at all equal to the medical 
men's requirements. 


SUGGESTED LOCAL VACCINE DEPOTS. 

What would prove the beet safeguard against 
the continued spread of influenza would be for 
the Local Government Board to provide local 
dépéie, where the -residents could be given, 
without delay, vaccine treatment, which not 
alone ie a proved preventive against infection, 
but as the people innoculated gain confidence 
they are certainly less immune to the attack. 

The wounded eoldiers in the hospitals at 
Bray have ali been given the vaccine treat 
ment, aad the doctors in charge of them ex- 
themselves as quite satisfied with the 
result, the number of cases bein very few, 
and the recovery rapid. The local authorities 
are doing ail they can te cope with the out- 
break and to help those who are in need of 
assistance. 

IMPROVED OUTLOOK IN KINGSTOWN. 

In Kingstown the number of cases show a 
decrease, and the doctors are hopeful that 
the worst etage of the visitation has been 
passed. In this district the great majority of 
the deaths were those of young people, and the 
percentage among children wae very high. The 
type of influenza stil] prevalent in Kingstown 
js deecribed as a very dangerous one and 
the necessity for taking al] possible precautions 
against infection, the Medical Officers of Heath 
state, should be borne in mind by the public. 
The schools, which have been closed, cannot 
be opened with safety, the doctors are of 
opinion, rp there is more evidence forth- 
coming that) the epidemic has passed away, 
and will not claim still more victims, but of 
this it ie too soon to feel any way confident. 


NO ABATEMENT IN THE 
PROVINCES. 


In the Provinces the epidemic shows no sign 
of abatement. There is a marked increase in 
the number of cases reported in the Curragh 
and Newbridge districts. In consequence, the 
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military authorities have issued an Order de- 
claring the loeal theatres out of bounds for 
sokdiers. As a result of the Order the local 
theatres have closed down for the present. 

_ The epidemic has reached serious rtions 
in Wicklow and Rathnew areas, over cases 
being under the doctors’ care. The Urban 
Council have approached the Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee with the view to taking over 


further assistance, 
and the Board has given him a free hand to do 
anything he considered necessary. The (Guar- 
dians have also passed a resolution recalling 
ummediately Drs. O’Brien, Harte, and Lynch, 
who are on active service, gnd demanding the 
release of the interned Sinn Fein doctors. 
Roundwood, “Tinahely, and Carnew are also 
affected. Scarlet fever has appeared in Rath- 
drum. 

The disease. still continues to increase in 
Carlow and neighoouring districts of South 
Kildare. Doctors are finding it impossible to 
cope with the work, and after considerable 
dificulty a second doctor has been securéd for 
the Dunlavin Dispensary district, 

hy is now in the grip of the epidemic. 
Im practically every house some members of the 


| family are in bed. Two or three deaths have 


occurred. Some business houses are closed up 
altogether as the entire staffs are suffering. 
The local schools are closed owing to the 
épidemic. 

The epidemic continues in Dundalk, and yes- 
terday there were half a dozen deaths in the 
town. A particularly sad case is that of Mr. 
Patrick Eaton, Castletown road, whose three 
daughters—Alice, aged 24; Mary, aged 21; and 
Lily, aged 18—have died within two days. The 
eldest girl was school mistress at Faughart. 
Whole families are laid up in the town. 

The number of victims of influenza in Kil- 
kenny is extremely high, and many deaths have 
occurred during the past few days. All the 
schools have been closed, as well as the local 
cinemas and theatre Several business premises 
are shut up, and most of the others are only 
half-staffed. The streets are being daily washed 
with disinfectants, and al, possible precautions 
to prevent contagion are being taken by the 
safitary authority. 

In Tipperary district the number of deaths 
from the malady, followed by pneumonia, have 
been comparatively numerous. The schools 
have been closed, and the picture houses are 
now out of bounds for the military. Several 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
nurses are laid up. 

Gorey Workhouse Medica! Officer has reported 
to the Board that an outbreak of typhoid hae 
taken place in the house—seven persons being 
effected, including a nursing eister. The Earl 
of Courtown, H.M.L., suggested that the only 
remedy was to have everyone, from the doctor 
down, bacteriologically examined. There are 
about 150 influenza cases in the town and 
suburbs. 

Owing to the alarming spread of the epidemic 
in Tralee all the schools are closed down. 
Though the outbreak is severe in character no 
fatal results have occurred so far. There are at 
present 14 cas¢s at the Carrick-on-Shannon 
suffering from the influenza. The 
epidemic is spreading. In some of the town- 
Yands surrounding whole families are stricken 
down. Rev. Father Dalton, C.C., preaching at 
St. Mary's, Carrick-on-Shannon, requested the 
people to offer the Novena that God might save 
Ireland from the spread of the influenza scourge.

It 
was decided io close all the schools from to-day, 
and an appeal was made that places of public 
entertainment should also close.

Mr. Tyson Wilson, in the House of Commons, 
asked the Minister of National Service what 
steps he had taken to provide an adequate medi- 
cal service for the civil population in view of the 
present serious epidemic of influenza. 

Sir Auckland Geddes—All arrangements made 
in connection with the employment of doctors 
under the Ministry of National Service, and al] 


| withdrawals of doctors from civil life for ser- 


vice with the armed forces of the Crown dur- 
ing the past year, have. been made with full re- 
gard to the contingency of a widespread 
epidemic disease affecting the population. In- 
fluenza has been more or less prevalent in 
epidemic form for some months, and the calls on 
the civil medical profession have consequently 
been heavy. Simultaneously severe fighting on 
a great scale in all theatres of war has imposed 
additional heavy strain on our medical re- 
In April Parliament conferred powers 
on the Minister of Nationa) Service which en- 
abled him medically to examine men of military 
egs at any time in view of possible emergencies. 
This power was largely used, approximately, 
7.900 doctors being employed, and very large 
numbers of men being examined. Concurrently 
with the inerease of influenza, the number of 


an 


| doctors emplorved on Medical Board work has been 


reduced. thereby rendering an increasingly large 
body of medical men available for exclusively 
civil practice. The number of Medica] Board 
sessions has been reduced from, approximately 
3.500 to 1,000 per week: This has not affected 
recruiting, as the poot formed by examining men 
in advance has been sufficient, to maintain the 
flow of men to the Forces. In order further to 
reinforce the doctors available to attend the 
civil population, I have given instructions that 
all medical examinations in advance are to be 
suspended for the present. Arrangements have 
also been made to reinforce the medical staffs 
available at hospitals. I should like to express 
my deep appreciation of the way in which the 
medical profession co-operated in meeting the 
unprecedented demands for medical personnel. 

Mr. ¢Pringle—Has the right hon. gentleman 
any information as to the effect upon the exist- 
ing medical service of the epidemic among the 
doctors themselves, and is he prepared to 
suspend the calling up of doctors available for 
service ? ” 

Sir A. Geddes—T have not anv complete figures 
showing the number of medical men down with 
influenza, but I know the number to he con- 
siderable. We have ieleased from our call upon 
their time a large number of medical men, who 
are now devoting the whole of their time to 
civilian practice. We are putting at the dis- 
posal of districts whore special assistance is re- 
quired the whole time of medical men on some 
of the London Boards. We cannot create medi- 
cal men for the oceasion. We have to do the 
best we can to spread the resources we have. 
It so happens at the moment there-is a very 
heavy demand for young, fit doctors for the 
front. Casualties amongst the medical pro- 
fession have heen very heavy, and we are calling 
upon a certain number of young, fit men, be- 
cause we have nobody else to send to the front— 
that is. to the fiehting line. We have arranged 
that the Navy shall-come to *he assistance of 
the Army, and a certain number of young 
naval surgeons have gone to the front. (Cheers.) 
We are also doing our best to get older and 
less fit men to be available at home. The 
presenre all round is so creat that i? is not a 
simple problem “to say, do this or do that. 

Mr. Pringle—Will the right hon. gentleman 
secure that no medical man over 40 years of 
age shall be sent out of the country now? 

Sir A. Geddes—It would be very difficult now 
to give such an undertaking. We are doing the 
best we can.

just demands may soon be satisfied. I remem- 
ber when I joined the Army a year or two 
after the last great European War in 1871 that 
a great Fh ae was given to military educa- 
tion in all countries by the events of that war. 
In our own Army young officers were aroused 
to the necessity of making a scientific study of 
their profession. One of the lessons which 
chiefly impressed itself on my mind was the 
influence of what is termed the “fog of war.” 
I was taught that it was an influence which 
must ever be taken into account by all leaders of 
troops, great and small. Since then much ex- 
perience of war has taught me the truth and 
value of that lesson. The “ fog of war” makes 
us see dangers where dangers do not exist, 
and fail to sée them where they do. It is apt 
to warp our judgment, paralyse our energies, 
and distort our ideas. the war we have been 
waging differs from all former wars in that it 
has entered closely into the life and spirit of 
half the world, and therefore the “fog of 
war” has extended its subtle and deteriorat- 
ing influences beyond the actual combatants on 
the field to whole nationalities and communi- 
ties with the same baneful result. Now that 
this terrible fog is lifting, and rays of sun- 
shine SI t© appear through the blackness of 
the ce s, let us in Ireland look inte our 
hearts and souls. Let us take etock of the 
ideas and opinions we have formed, and judge 
fairly to what extent the fog of this terrible 
war has led us astray. 
of the sunshine which will assurediy follow the 
dissipation of this fog of war let us one and 
all determine to take example from those 
thousands and thousands of our compatriots 
who have freely given their lives in the great 
cause. In this glorious spirit of self-sacrifice 
let us work duly for the good and welfare ot 
the whole community, and determine to find 
and follow the path which leads to national 
unity, contentment, and happiness. (Applause.) 


THE PROVOST 


Sir John Mahaffy, Provost of Trinity College, 
in proposing the toast of “ General Biddle 
and the American Nation,” said that he met 
Presideyt Wilson—(applause)—in St. Louis some 
years ago, and knew him to be an accomplished 
historian. But he did not think that President 
Wilson kriew as much as himself about the 
conditions in Europe. Democracy might be 
good enough for America but he doubted 
if it was good for the Czechs, the Jugo- 
Slavs, the Hungarians, and God knows what. 
They saw the attempts of ' democracy”’ on 
Europe, and knew how long it took France to 
settle down to the democratic form of govern- 
ment after breaking away from the Crown 
and the old loyalty. He, therefore, thought 
these countries should not be encouraged to 
determine themselves what kind of govern- 
ment they wished to adopt. They had an 
example of that in this very country in the 
talk of an Irish Republic and gelf-determination. 
He thought that even the Chief Secretary, 
who was present, and who wds supposed to he 
very advanced in his views, was very shy of 
a self<determining Republic in Ireland. “But 
he had not had as much experience as himself 
(the speaker), who was here in Dublin in 1916 
during the week of the rising of what he 
might call Bolshevism in the city. If Mr. 
Shortt would not allow them to have self- 
determination in Ireland it was a dangerous 
thing to try it in other countries which were 
only held together by the bond of their Em- 
weg Then they had had the labours of the 
rish Convention, which worked nearly a year, 
discussing all the problems of Ireland, and 
yet the only thing he found on which there 
was anything like unanimity wes where the 
question arose of robbing England of one hun- 
dred or one hundred and fifty millions of 
money. Therefore, he would advise President 
Wilson that, even if he were infallible, he had 
better not use his infallibility too freely, but 
imitate the Pope, the only infallible person 
in the world, by not using it st all. General 
Biddle belonged to an Army taught to obey 
and do as they were told. In a _ self-deter- 
mining democracy, above all things, they must 
have order. They could have order without 
liberty, but could not have liberty without 
order, becatiee all liberty without order ended 
in licence, and that was not an improvement, 
but a retrogression. They all agreed in thank- 
ing Genera] Biddle’s nation for the great help 
they had given the British Empire. (Ap- 
plause.) : 

Dr. Coffey, Preeident of University College, 
supporting, said that the Irish people in the 
United States were playing their full and proper 
part im the war. (Applause.) They all felt it 
was one of the proudest moments in their lives 
that the Americans hed come to the support of 
the West in this war. It was the spirit of 
liberty that prompted them to come, and, in the 
triumph that now awaited us, the impartial 
voice of America would be a guidance to the 
Allies in? determining the future peace of 
Europe. (Applause.) 


GENERAL BIDDLE. 


General Biddle, who was very enthusiastically 
received, said that it was a great honour and 
privilege to speak in the Irish capital. They 
were very proud of the Irish blood in America, 
and he himself thought that he was about half- 
Irish. They had not many soldiers in the 
British Isles at present—they were passing 
through to France. (Applause.) Irishmen 
had played a great part in the development 
of America, th in brain and brawn. 
America did not want to mix up in 
European politics, but, when the Lusitania went 
down, and the Germans abused their hospitality 
to Germanise America, it became, evident that 
the freedom of the world was at stake, and 
they realised that if they did not fight with 
the others in Europe that freedom would be lost 
for very manr years, and so their President 
dec] war (Applause.) Germany did not 
count on America’s resources, They adopted 
conscription from the very beginning—(ap- 

lause)—for men between 21 and 30, and now 

tween the ages of 18 and 45, so that now they 
had 23,000,000 on the register. (Applause.) 
They had an Army of two million in France, 
and were sending thousands more every month. 
Whatever might be the outcome of the present 
negotiations, they were ready to do their share, 
realising that it was the courage and endurance 
of the British and their Allies that had 
enabled them te come into the war in time. 
They were supposed to be given to “ bragging.” 
but in this instance it had not been necessary, 
because the praise had been given by the other 
nations with which they were engaged, which 
was so great that even their greatest optimist 
could not devise stronger terms. Amongst 
all their soldiers there were none better than 
thoes who had Irish parents. (Applanse.) In 
conclusion, General Biddle expressed his thanks 
for the kindness shown to American soldiers and 
sailors in Ireland, and for the enthusiasm é4f 
that company at the mention of their President.

THE LORD CHANCELLOR. 


The Lord Chancellor of Ireland submitted the 
toast of “ The Corporation of Dublin ” in a 
very humorous speech. He said that he had no 
sympathy with the atiacks made upon the 
Corporation from time to time in certain 
quarters—(hear, hear)—and even if critics were 
right in thinking that the Corporation was a 
poor one he reminded them that it was our own. 
(Laughter.) But there was a better and more 
convineing answer to that criticism in the re- 
cord of constant and steady ope in munici- 
pal reform during the past half-century. Their 
Corporation were up against a great difficulty 
which was possibly not found—certainly not in 
euch an aggravated form—in any other city in 
the United Kingdom—the existenee of those 
alums and tenement houses in their midst which 
were a festering sore, always eating into the 
heart of their municipal life, and spreading its 
poison throughout their entire social system. It 
was fatal to every attempt at the promotion of 
temperance or sanitation, paralysed every effort 
at municipal reform, and blocked the path of 
social progress. Their city was far from ideal 
in matters of cleanliness and sanitation, and it 
never would be unless, and until, their fellow- 
citizens in a whole-hearted and wholesale way 
graeped the problem of housing the poor. (Ap- 
plause.) The last four years in the social life 
of their city had given the lie to the constant 
assertion that high wages necessarily involved 
incyeased intemperance and increased pauperism. 
There had been a steady improvement in the 
standard of comfort and decency of life, and he 
hoped and believed that etarvation wages had 
passed away for ever from their city, and that 
even unekilled labourers would be allowed to 
retain some measure of dignity, self-respect, 
and comfort, and, above all, that the helpless 
children of the poor would be allowed to live 
in healthier, happier surroundings,-and have a 
fair start and chance in the race of life. He

Mr. Heuston—Are we to give up our pri- 
soners in exchange ? 

Sir George Cave said he did not know. He 
could not state the terms of peace. He had 
gone as far as he could. That was the first 
way out. Another way out was by ement- 
He did not think it right to say that the agree- 
ment of 1917 was perfectly worthless. Thousands 
of our men had been sent home or to a neutral 
country under it. The agreement made at The 
Hague this year would have been most valu- 
able if it had been ratified. It was unfair to 
attack Lord Newton and Genera! Belfield because 
it had not been ratified. Some hard things had 
been said about Lord Newton, but he had 
worked hard for years in his Department, and, 
although this later agreement was not ratified, 
British prisoners owed him a great debt for 
the betterment of their conditians in Germany. 
Complaint had been made that Lord Newton 
had employed language which was sarcastic, 
cynical, and flippant. He might have been so 
when he was dealing with his critics, but never 
when speaking of pfeoners of war. 

Mr. Joynson -Hicks—Has the. right hon. 
gentleman read-Lord Newtdn’s speech delivered 
to reledsed prisoners at The Hague? Ask any 
one of them what they thought of it. 

Sir Ivor Philipps—I think if the right hon. 
gentleman hai read that speech he could not 
justify what he has said. 

Sir George Cave said that Lord Newton was 
responsible for the agreement of 1917, under 
which thousands of men had been got out of 
Germany. Those men would not like to hear 
Lord Newton described as callous or careless. 

OTHER MEANS. 

The next poil wase—Putting aside a Ger- 
man surrender or an agreement, were there 
not other steps we could take? Was there not 
some way by which wé could bring Germany 
to reason, and compel them at once to bring 
about some improvement in their treatment ot 
prisoners ? He thought something could be 
done by publishing the facts. That was one 
reason why he had spoken so plainly. The Ger- 
mans were rather sensitive “to the world’s 
opinion. (Ironical laughter.) When he waa at 
The Hague one of the first requests the Ger- 
mans made was that he should ask the news- 
papers not to go on criticising their treatment 
of prisoners. e believed that now when they 
were trying to make their peace with the 
world, they would pay some attention to what 
was «aid of them, not only in neutral, but in 
enemy countries- 

A Member—-They did not pay much atten- 
tion to it when their submarines were sinking 


ships. 

Continuing, Sir George Cave said that he 
agreed that the guilty men ought to be 
punished. It was no use talking if we did not 
take these men by the throat, ! could, and 
let the punishment we gave them be an ex- 
ample for gensrations to come. The Govern- 
ment meant to dó all in their power to get hold 
of: these men and have them punished. He 
had a list of them and could publish it to 
morrow, but he was not going to do so, because 
that would be the best way to let them get out 
of our power. He had the names, and was 
taking steps, with skilled legal advice, to get 
the evidence into sh@pe, so that it would 
be available when the proper time came. 
He had always believed in reprisals, not as a 
method of punishment, but as a means of com- 
pelling the enemy to cease the crimes he was 


| committing. We must net use reprisals so as 


to injure our own prisoners. (Hear, hear.) The 
Germans appeared to have great regard for the 
comfort and dignity of their officers and wealthy 
civilians.. (Hear, hear.) We had treated Ger- 
man officers better even than we were bound to 
do, and if we could get no regponse to the de- 
manda we had addressed to Germany we would 
be entitled to take reprisals within duly pre- 
scribed limits. (C .) Under agreement 
of 1917 we were bound t give noiice before 
reprisals were taken. If we had taken re 
prisals without giving notice it was almost cer- 
tain that counter-reprisals would have followed. 
He thought it probable that during the period 
of notice our enemies would have beccz:ne more 
ashamed of what they had done, or more 
prudent, and might think it wise to concede our 
demands, which were clear and reasonable, and 
only what a civilised Government would have 
given without the asking. (Hear, hear.) If 
our dematwls were agreed to, well and“ good. 
If they wete objected to, we would do our best 
to give our gallant men in Germany all the 
protection we could, and, so far as our powers 
went, to avenge their sufferings. (Cheers.) 

General Page Croft urged that the Govern- 
ment had delayed reprisals for too long. 

Sir H. Dalziel said that the whole question 
had been grossly mishandled from the beginning 
of the war. 

Mr. Macpherson said that it had now been 
decided that prisoners of war who had been 
wounded should be entitled to wear cherrons. 

Sir J. Butcher welcomed the statement made 
by the Home Secretary. 

“Sir J. D. ‘Rees said that the charges of 
undue pampering of German prisoners iq this 
country could not be substantiated. The dis- 
cipline in our internment camps was satisfac- 
tory, and the fare was sufficient without being 


} luxurious.

GERMAN PRISONERS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Sir George Cave, in answer to Sir J. Butther, 
said that German officers who were prisoners of 
war in this country were allowed to purchase 
light wines to a limited extent from the can- 
teen managers, if procurable, but not epirits. 
The question of forbidding the purchase of wine 
would shortly come under consideration. 

Sir J. Butcher—How much wine are they 
allowed? Ie it not a fact that they are eome- 
times found drunk? 

Sir George Cave said he understood that they 
were allowed half a bottle a day. Our officers 
in Germany were allowed to purchase wine 
without restrictions. German officers, prisoners 
of war, in this country, were limited ag to the 
amount of food and clothing which they might 
purchase. As regards food, a scale had been 
laid down. The instructions withereference to 
clothing were that no prisoner of war should be 
alawel to purchase more clothes than were 
required for actual use. Under Article 8 ot 
the Hague Convention, Prisoners of war were 
subject to the laws and regulations in force in 
the Army of the State in the power of which 
they were. result was that German 
officers prisoners of war in this country were 
dealt with in accordance with our military 
code, and were tried by courtmartial; whilst 
British officers who were prisoners of war in 
Germany might, under the German code, be 
punished within certain limits without court- 
He had inquired whether it was poe- 
sible and desirable so to alter our military 
regulations as to permit of a an officer 
being punished by the commandant alone for 
minor offence, but he had been informed by the 
War Office that there would be great difficulty 
in making this change, and that, in fact, the 
necessity for 2 courtmartial caused very little 
delay, and made no difference to the punish- 
ment awarded. 

Sir J. Butcher aeked whether, in wiew of> the 
fact that the Germans had brutally violated 
every material provision of the Hague Con- 
vention, there was any special reason for show- 
ing undue leniency to German officers who were 
guilty of indiscipfine or breach of j 

Sir George Cave replied that there was no 
leniency at all. German officers suffered just 
the same punishment as the privates, if not 
more, because they had to await trial: under 


arrest.
